Three-year sentence at Old Bailey for violent, extremist lectures 



TERROR FAIR 


SENT TO JAIL 


TWO men have been jailed for 
three years each for teaching and 
promoting terrorism via the inter¬ 
net in east London. 

Ibrahim Hassan, 28, of Carr 
Road, Walthamstow, pleaded guilty 
to disseminating terrorist material 
and encouraging terrorism. 

He was jailed at the Old Bailey on 
Friday along with Shah Jalal 
Hussain, 31, of Cannon Street, 
Tower Hamlets, who pleaded guilty 
to the same offences. 

The court heard how the case 
concerned lectures given by the two 
men. Recordings were then distrib¬ 


uted which advocated violence and 
similar material that they propagat¬ 
ed through a website they operated 
together. Police became aware of 
the existence of five files, in 
November 2012, that had been 
uploaded to the internet. 

The files contained violent, 
extremist material and were 
assessed to be in breach of Section 
1 of the Terrorism Act 2006. They 
included series of lectures entitled 
In Pursuit of Allah’s Governance on 
Earth ‘by Abu Nusaybah’. 

Officers were able to identify Abu 
Nusaybah as being Ibrahim 


Abdullah-Hassan. Shah Jalal 
Hussain was linked to the website 
via his pseudonym of Abu 
Muwahhid. 

One of the videos advocated that 
Muslims engage in violent ‘jihad’; 
in another video it was asserted that 
Muslims must support jihad ‘phys¬ 
ically and financially’. Officers 
also discovered a recording of a 
lecture, entitled Signs of a Good 
Death, in which Shah Jalal Hussain 
identified 20 ways in which a 
Muslim can die for Allah and be 
assured of a place in paradise. 

Both men pleaded guilty on 


March 24 to disseminating terrorist 
publications under Section 2 of the 
Terrorism Act 2006 and the encour¬ 
agement of terrorism under Section 
1 of the Terrorism Act 2006. 

Commander Duncan Ball, of the 
Metropolitan Police Service’s 
Counter Terrorism Command, said: 
“These men posted material on the 
internet which clearly had the 
potential to incite terrorism and in 
doing so put public at risk. 

“This case underlines our com¬ 
mitment and ability to tackle those 
who support and encourage terror¬ 
ism, by whatever means they use.”

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Youngster’s family in bid to raise cash for cancer treatment in USA

A HORNCHURCH family desperately need 
help to save their little girl's life. 

Two years ago, in 2011, when Joni Mai 
Stevens was just five years old, she began to 
suffer intolerable pain in her right thigh. 

After taking her to the Hornchurch poly¬ 
clinic, her family was told she had a haemo- 
toma. 

Joni and her family were then thrown into a 
whirlwind of hospital visits, where Joni had 
to have scores of often painful medical tests. 

Mum Holly, 28, said: “Poor Joni had to 
have so many gruelling tests including a 
bone biopsy. 

“After just over a week of waiting, we were 
informed she had what was known as 
Ewing's Sarcoma.” 

The condition is a rare sub group of prima¬ 
ry bone tumours with just around 30 people 
(mostly teenage boys) diagnosed each year. 

Holly added: “It was a very difficult year 
for all of us, Joni had 14 rounds of 
chemotherapy, various minor operations, a 
stem cell harvest and had her whole right 
femur and part of her hip removed and 
replaced with metalwork.” 

Joni was put into remission in 2012 and 
had to have endless amounts of physiothera¬ 
py to get her moving properly again and to 
get back to normal family life. 

At this point, the family began to relax a 
little with Joni even returning back to school. 

They all celebrated her being in remission 
for one year with a visit to Disneyland in 
Florida. 

Holly added: “With normality, however, 


will 


came a bunch of various niggles and trips to 
the GP for different aches and pains. All of 
which were seen as normal. 

“Joni bumped her head, a normal thing for 
a seven-year-old to do but it did not disap¬ 
pear. 

“I decided to call her oncology team after it 
had been there for six weeks. “She had a 
review and we were told she had a shadow in 
her chest and her cancer had returned to var¬ 
ious sites which are all bone, one being the 
bump on her head.” 

Joni has recently had to have more rounds 
of aggressive chemotherapy and radio thera¬ 
py- 

Dad Kevin, 31, said: “She has been quite 
down because the chemotherapy destroyed 
her gullet and she had to have a pipe into her 
nose for quite a while because she couldn't 
eat. 

“It's been very distressing.” 

Holly added: “Joni has endured so much in 
her seven years and to be honest, it's all very 
scary for her and us too. The rest all depends 
on what happens with the next lot of scan 
results.” 

Treatment for the disease is limited on the 
NHS. 

The family now hopes to raise the more 
than £100,000 needed for Joni to be treated 
in America.

• In-car parking spot location could soon be an

A NEW international report has been pub¬ 
lished which looks at intelligent ways of 
making it easier to find a parking space. 

Struggling to find a spot is one of the great 
frustrations of driving and, with a growing 
number of vehicles on the road, it’s not 
going to get any better. 

Called Smart Parking for Smarter Cities, 
Beecham Research conducted trials in cities 
around the world, including Birmingham. 

They involved using road-mounted sensors 
in busy shopping centres and equipping dri¬ 
vers with smartphone apps which accessed 
data collected from these sensors. 

The result is a live map of where the 
spaces are so that motorists can find them 
quickly and easily. This approach delivers 
clear benefits - for the driver it saves them 
time, hassle, stress and reduces fuel con¬ 
sumption by eliminating the need to drive 
around for ages looking for a space. 

For retailers and councils it makes it easier 


for visitors to get to shops and businesses. 

The vehicle manufacturers also see the 
benefits and they are saying it is likely that 
this feature will be available from their in-car 
displays in the near future. 

But the aspect of the report that’s really 
interesting to me is that this is another 
example of how smartphone technology can 
provide effective solutions for drivers. 

It must of course be used safely because 
we don’t want to promote another in-car 
distraction, but when it’s done properly there 
is great value to the idea. 

As smartphone penetration grows and 
people become more and more used to 
downloading apps to solve their problems, it 
provides great possibilities to enhance the 
driving experience. I can see a clear trend 
emerging and, as long as the app function¬ 
ality is useful, expect to see a boom in this 
area over the next few years.

Essex made the breakthrough 
when Hashim Amla was spectacu¬ 
larly caught by Ben Foakes for 9 off 
the bowling of Tymal Mills with 
Surrey moving along steadily on 
35. But Roy was looking in good 
nick, and together with Pietersen as 
allies at the crease, Surrey moved 
past 50 in the seventh over. But the 
home crowd were soon in for a jolt 
as Pietersen went, snared at long on 
by ten Doeschate for just 5. This 
after somewhat recklessly taking on 
the bowling of Bopara. 

Roy continued to sparkle. He 
brought up his half century, hitting 
ten Doeschate through the covers 
for another boundary. But just 
moments later he was heading back 
to the pavilion on 57 having taken 
on one shot too many, Bopara once 
again benefiting from ten 
Doeschate's safe hands. Steven 
Davies followed soon after for a 
duck, this time it was Bopara in the 
field and Salisbury the bowler ben¬ 


efiting. Surrey were now stuttering 
on 111-4. 

Surrey moved on before Gary 
Wilson's excellent knock of 45 was 
brought to an end by Reece Topley 
off Salisbury, then O'Brien was 
removed in quick succession when 
he found James Foster's gloves 
without troubling the scoreboard 
with Topley the bowler. 

Azhar Mahmood (17*) and Robin 
Peterson (6*) carried the Surrey 
innings to its conclusion, finishing 
on 151-6 at a rate of just over 7.5 an 
over. Bopara the pick of the Essex 
attack with 2-24 off his 4 overs. 

Essex opening pairing of Mark 
Pettini and Jesse Ryder made 
instant inroads into the Surrey total, 
this included a huge six from the 
latter off a loose delivery from Jade 
Dernbach. But Surrey made the 
breakthrough when Kevin O'Brien 
bowled Ryder for 31 with Essex on 
37. The Eagles were in no mood for 
hanging around, Tom Westley guid¬ 
ed the visitors past 50 up within 5 
overs. 

This was now regarded as Essex' 


match to lose. But when O'Brien 
ran out Pettini for 12, a sobering 
hush descended amidst the huge 
travelling Essex faithful. 

Westley and Bopara moved Essex 
towards their target with some pre¬ 
cise strokes before Bopara departed 
the scene thanks to a juggling catch 
from O'Brien, the England man had 
scored 15, with Essex now on 77-3. 

Westley and ten Dosechate got 
Essex moving again before Westley 
lost his off stump to Mahmood for 
44, but the damage had been done. 
Despite Foakes being run out by 
Davies for 5, a breezy knock of 43 
by Dutchman ten Dosechate carried 
Essex toward their target. Foster put 
the hosts out of their misery, hitting 
a boundary facing his first ball, as 
Essex finished on 155-5, winning 
by 5 wickets with 7 balls to spare.

HAVERING Athletics Club athletes had a gold¬ 
en day on Saturday as they returned from the 
Essex Schools Championships at Chelmsford 
with ten gold and seven other medals. 

The Intermediate Girls impressed with half of 
the gold medal tally. After improving her legal best 
in her 100m heat Modupe Shokunbi went even 
faster in the final clocking 12.01s for a new cham¬ 
pionship best which had stood since 1995. 

Hurdlers Michelle Hughes and Lucy Bailey 
both struck gold. Michelle, running for 
Southend Schools, was an easy winner of the 
opening event the 300m Hurdles and will win 
English Schools selection as she has the Nation¬ 
al Standard while Lucy won the 80m hurdles 
title but must await the selectors' decision. 

In the field Freya Gutteridge took discus gold, 
and awaits the selectors' nod next week, while 
triple jump champion Ella Lindsay (Mid Essex) 
set a new competitive best but is short of the 
Schools' entry standard. 

Jairzinho Morris and Aaron Freshwater both 
won county gold in the Year 7 events, which are 
not represented in the National Championships. 
Jairzinho faced stiff opposition and only a fin¬ 
ishing dive clinched 100m gold, in a new per¬ 
sonal best time and second on the club's Under 
13 all-time list. Aaron Freshwater equalled his 
high jump best when it mattered to win gold. 

In the Junior Girls' events Abigail Shipton 
made it a third sprint title for Havering athletes, 
as she took the 100m title in a new personal best 
but is short of the Schools' entry standard. 

Katie Mitchell was another athlete to set new 
career marks as she trimmed her best in the 1500m 
for silver, Riva Siggins won discus silver in a new 
PB, while Becca Brown won 800m bronze. 

Tom Pitkin had to settled for silver in the Inter¬ 
mediate Boys' 400m hurdles and hopes to be in 
the frame for English Schools selection. Anoth¬ 
er gold in the age group went to Michael Duncan 


who is shy of the entry standard. 

Two more medals, gold and bronze, came late 
on when training partners Millie Hodges and 
Grace Newson both set personal best to win Year 
7 hurdles podium places.

The Essex team selection panel will meet this 
weekend and will face a difficult task of choosing 
which of the 100 or so athletes with entry stan¬ 
dards will make the 60-strong team for the English 
Schools event in Birmingham on July 11-12.

Another fourth place finish in the second round 
fixture at a gloriously sunny Newham on Sunday 
looks to have secured another year in UK Women's 
League Div 2 for the senior ladies team. 

Lauren Deadman was a class apart winning both 
of her events.
